dock she presented a dramatic figure,
her black mourning gown dccentuat-
ing the pallor of her face, When
caught In the meshes of conflicting
stories, she had recourse to tears or
with uplifted eyes nnd arms extended,
made fervent appeals to the jury. The
most experienced court reporters of
France deseribe Mme, Steinheil as the
most consummete actreése who has ev-
